She was aken to the Palo Alto 
hispital with critical internal injuries, 
and at the time that this paper goes 
to press there is very little hope held 
out for her recovery. 

The accident occurred when a road- 
ster, driven by Carl Flannigan, of 140 
Pope street Palo Alto, crashed into 
the women’s machine and hurled it 
across the pavement und into a tree 
standng at the intersection of the two 
streets. Flannigan, who was sligntly 
injured, was taken to jail at Redwood 
City and booked on a 
Slaughter.

Flanigan ignored the arterial stop 
sign, and cutting across the highway 
Struck the Crocker car in the center, 
cutting it nearly in half, causing it to 
Skid acros the pavement and into a 
tree. ‘The force of the impact crushed 
the heavy machine and the three wo- 
men passengers were hurled out. 

Mrs. Crocker, was hurled with such 
force that her body was found some 
25 feet or more from where the ma- 
chine stood, over the top of a hedge 
and her neck was broken. 

Mrs. Monteagle lay along side of the 
heavy car, her neck also being broken. 

The accident happened about 3:30

A. Johanson Installs 


Electrical Work For 
City of Oroville 


At a special meeting of the city 
board of trustees held last night, A 
N. Johanson, a representative of the 
Gamewell Campany, and Fire Chief 
J. J. Bradley outlined to the board 
the necessity of a new fire alarm tele- 
graph system for this city. While the 
trustees made no definite mave to- 
ward acting on the matter, they did 
ask that Johanson submit a plan to 
them in the near future. 

According to Chief Bradley, the pres- 
ent system which was constructed 
in 1903, is now deficient i n many 
respects and is subject to inaccuracies 
which might cause the ciity thousands 
of dollars in fire losses. The system 
was declared to be of mproper de- 
sign. The inside equipment is said to 
be overloaded. 

As a part of a possible new equip- 
ment, Mr. Johanson suggested a dia- 
phone compressed air alarm to take 
the place of the fire bell. This new 
alarm system was indorsed by Fire 
Chief Bradley who pointed out that 
it is used in practically all of the pro- 
gressive cities in California. 

The Council also spent considerable 
time going over the plans and speci- 
fications for the new lighting system 
now being installed. If a new fire 
alarm system is to be installed, it 
could be done much sheaper while 
the new lighting system is being com- 
pleted, it was pointed out.—Oroville 
Morning Press, June 22 1929,

The 
chief fault lies in a certain tasteless- 
ness, or monotony of taste, which 
scmetimes resuits in taking the edge 
off the appetite. Particularly in the 
case of vegetables, the women of 
this country are just beginning to 
learn how to make the most of some 
of the delicious products of the gar- 
den. 


In France, on the other hand, 
methods of seasoning that give add- 
cd zest to vegetable dishes have long 
been familiar to all experienced 


cooks and one of the seasoning agents 
most frequently used for this purpose 
is sugar. A small amount helps to 
restore the natural sweetness which 
the vegetable may have lost after 
being picked, and when two or more 
veretables are cooked together, it 
serves to blend their contrasting 
fiavors. 

A considerable number of Ameri- 
can housewives have always used 
suvar in cooking a few vegetables, 
but the secret of its general use is 
comparatively little known in this 
country, although recently a number 
of domestic science experts have 
conducted experiments in this method 
of vegetable cookery, and have 
feund, as have the French cooks, 
that it immenscly improves the tasti- 
ness of the dish. 

Spinach Hainault is one of the 
dishes to which the expert French 
cook always adds a small amount of 
sugar. Clean the spinach well and 
cook for ten minutes in as little 
water as possible; usually enough 
will cling to the leaves after they 
have been washed. Then chop fine 
and drain well. Fry three or four 
very thin slices of bacon, cut in 
small pieces and add to the spinach. 
To the fat in the pan add one table- 
spoon flour, one tablespoon sugar, 
one-quarter teaspoon mustard, one 
cup vinegar, and one and a quarter 
cups water. ~ Cook until thick and 
pour over a quart of cooked spin- 
ach. Stir lightly and serve.

After the vacuum packed 
can has been opened, the coffee 
should be put into Mason jars and 
their covers screwed down tight on 
the rubber rings. It’s just as simple 
as that, but it makes all the dif- 
ference.

A Fig For You — 


HE above expression used to 
j be an insult. Now it’s an in- 

vitation. For figs are one of 
the most delicious of fruits. Choice 
figs have been packed in cans for 
some time past, but it was not until 
recently that magnolia figs became 
one of the principal fruit crops of 
the Gulf Coast of Texas. The 
greater part of the fig output was 
until lately, packed in heavy syrups 
or as preserves, but a few can- 
ners have recently been packing 
their figs in a very light syrup for 
use as a breakfast fruit served with 
sugar and cream. 


How to Use Them 


But figs have many other uses 
in addition to that as a breakfast 
fruit. They can be used in fillings, 


in puddings and pies, in ice cream, 
in cakes, in cups, in custards, and 
also steamed and stewed. Here is 
the way to make fig pudding: 
Chop three ounces of beef suet, 
and work with the hands until 
creamy, then add a half pound of 
figs, finely chopped. The figs pre- 
served in heavy syrup should be 
used in this recipe. Soak two and 
one-half cups stale bread crumbs 
in one-half cup milk, add two eggs, 
well beaten, sugar to taste, depend- 
ing on the sweetness of the syrup, 
and three-fourths teaspoon salt. 
Combine the mixtures, turn ‘nto a 
buttered mold and steam three 
hours. Serve with hard sauce. — 
But if you want to avoid all this 
mixing and steaming, you can buy 
delicious fig pudding already pre- 
pared and put up in a can, ”
